Xo. 10—City of Kingston. 


The "City of Kingston" was a 


246 foot, iron hull, stern-propel- 
lor steamboat constructed for the 
Cornell Steamboat 
Company' of 


Rondout in. 1SS4 at Wilmington, 
Delaware. 
She was constructed 


to replace the ill-fated "Thomas 
Cornell," which was wrecked in 
the spring of 1SS2, was the first 
stern propellered 
steamer built 


for hauling freight and passen- 
gers on the Rondout line, and was 
capable of making 1!) miles per 
hour. 


The "City of Kingston" proved 


unsatisfactory for service on the 
Rondout line due to the necessity 
of many landings, and while she 
made goo.-l time while under way 
between 
stops, 
too much time 


was consumed in endeavoring to 
bring her into the dock. 


Despite 
this 
deficiency, 
she 


remained in service here for live 
years and was then sold, in Octo- 
ber, 1SD9, and was taken to the 
Pacific coast for service on Puget' brought to a close. 


Sound. 
She left New York on 


November 22, 18S9, for her long 
journey to the west coast. 


An April 24. 1839, the North- 


ern Pacific Oriental liner "Glen- 
ogle," outward 
bound, collided 


with the "City of Kingston" iu- 
ward bound from Victoria. This 
accident occurred during a light 
fog at 4:35 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing off Brown's Point. The "City 
of Kingston" was struck on her 
starboard side, aft of her boiler 
room, and was cut in two by the 
liner's iron bow. Three minutes 
later her hull was resting on the 
bottom of Puget Sound and her 
upper works, divided 
into 
two 


parts, was floating about the bay. 


At the time of the accident the 


"City of Kingston" was the prop- 
erty of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road and was valued at $150,000.

OF AFRICAN SULTAN 


Hailed by TribctncB as 


Lord of Their World. 


Washington, D. C.—Tom-tom» in 


deepest Africa and bugles in Britain 
beyond, echoed the racent celebra- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the accession of Khalifa bin Ha- 
rub to the sultanate of Zanzibar. 


"To native tribesmen, even of the 


far interior of Africa, the sultan is 
lord of their world, of which Zanzi- 
bar city if the Mecca and Paris all 
rolled into one," sayi the National 
Geographic society. "The British, 
of course, have a commonwealth in- 
terest in the sultanate ai well as * 
liking for hams and stewed fruits 
lubtly spiced with Zanzibar cloves. 


"Shaped roughly like a huge boat, 


Zanzibar 'rides an anchor' twenty 
miles off the coast of British East 
Africa. It points its ccral pro* mto 
the north. Its port side carries a 
cargo of tropical plants and trees; 
the starboard a mass of gray rock, 
some coral, and a few leopards, 
trying to feel at home in the scat- 
tered rcrub growth. Life aboard *s 
moist for Europeans who drip with 
perspiration all year round, or be- 
come drenched by constant heavy 
rains. 


Clove Their Standby. 


"The clove makes agriculture the 


island's industrial standby. 
Exten- 


sive groves of clove trees, with 
their shiny, evergreen leaves, cover 
almost half the island- The clove 
'bush,' a tree from 30 to 40 feet 
high, smells better than it looks. 


"Far from Zanzibar shores 10,000 


tons of native cloves cleave foreign 
fruits and delicate meats. And co- 
conuts, along with the hottest pep- 
per in the world, rice and many 
fruits, find ready markets at home 
and abroad. 
Maize, groundnuts, 


sesame, yams, and various kinds 
of beans also are widely cultivated 
and exported while enough tobacco 
is grown for home consumption. 


"The coconut palm is a prominent 


feature of Zanzibar's rank tropical 
vegetation. Wealth on the island is 
often reckoned, especially among 
the poorer classes, in coconut or 
clove trees; the value of an estate 
also depends somewhat upon the 
number of these trees it contains. 


"Fishing employs many natives. 


Great quantities of shell-fish and 
clams are consumed, and particular- 
ly pleasing to the islander's palate 
is the cuttle fish or squid. Women 
knead the squids while still alive 
in order to eliminate acrid and poi- 
sonous juices, and then hang them 
up in the sunny streets to dry. 


"Locally manufactured rope of- 


fers a large trade. 
Exported to 


East Africa, it also supplies native 
shipping. Village women do all the 
work of turning the raw fiber into 
the finished rope. 


Favor Open Door. 


"Constant wars in western Asia 


and valuable natural resources in 
East Africa led Arabs, Persians, 
and Indians Zanzibar-way from the 
earliest times until the end of the 
Nineteenth century. As the island 
developed into the entrepot for East 
African trade, its gates were opened 
to representatives of many Euro- 
pean countries, as well as cannibals 
from the Congo, Chinese and Jap- 
anese, Syrian Jews and Turks, Sing- 
halese, Goanese, Baluchs, Egyp- 
tians, Nubians, and Ethiopians. 


"The bulk of Zanzibar's inhabi- 


tants, however, is a mixed race of, 
negro stock—the Swahili. Their skin 
runs the gamut of brown, depending 
upon the amount of Asiatic blood in 
their veins. 
, 


"Muhogo—a starchy root of the 


cassava plant—is bread to a Zanzi- 
bar native. There are two varie- 
ties: sweet, which is eaten raw; and 
bitter or poisonous which requires 
sun-drying before it is fit for human 
consumption. 
The bitter kind is 


used largely for cattle fodder. Mu- 
hogo cultivation suits the black 
man's temperament, for it needs 
a minimum of attention. 
Being a 


tuber, neither birds nor locusts can 
injure it. Wild pigs, however, often 
damage crops."
